It is part of the tragedy of the deaf 
that they should sometimes be obliged 
to appear as material witnesses in a 
court of law. Even witnesses pos¬ 
sessed of normal hearing, with whom 
the act of listening involves merely 
passive attention to the proceedings of 
the court as they develop in orderly 
sequence, if unaccustomed to the 
peculiarly repressive atmosphere of 
courts of law, suffer an emotional dis¬ 
turbance which, in nearly all cases, 
induces a distinctly abnormal nervous 
condition. What then must be the 
condition of him who, though present, 
has no knowledge of the developments 
that are taking place? He is await¬ 
ing the commencement of his ordeal. 
His hearing, which was, perhaps, 
fairly good an hour ago, and which 
he hoped, desperately hoped, would 
not become too pitifully inadequate, 
has now, under the stress of his in¬ 
tense anxiety,' turned traitor. He 
knows, bitterly he knows it, that at 
the very best he will be able to ac¬ 
complish, but a fraction of the task 
that lies before him. I do not refer 
to the "stone-deaf”; their lot, far 
more tragic in other ways, does not 
admit of misunderstanding. But I 
refer to -the partly deaf; to those 
whose hearing is rarely good, general¬ 
ly leaden, often hovering on the verge 
of extinction. Let me illustrate my 
point, and, for facility of expression, 

I will write in the first person. 

I am to appear as a material wit¬ 
ness. The whole future of my friend 
is at stake; it is a vital matter. The 
morning has arrived. The day before, 

I had made a written record of all 
that I wished to say, thinking to my¬ 
self as I wrote, that by some chance I 
might be permitted to read to the 
court that which I was writing. Fool¬ 
ish, futile thought! Last night when 
I went to bed I tried my hearing, and 
it was good. This morning it was 
still good, and I am encouraged. 1 
think, perhaps, this time it will last 
I go to the court, and on my way I 
find that sounds have cease to stab 
my ear. That is bad. Still it might 
not get worse. I arrive in the court 
room; stealthily I apply the test 
No sound 1 I must depend upon my 
eyes alone. I watch faces and move¬ 
ments, trying to glean some know¬ 
ledge of the happenings. But the 
gleanings are scant. However, 
have not abandoned hope. The 
judge may understand; he may. By 
some happy chance he may prove to 
be my friend in my extremity. And 
now the time has come. I have made 
up my mind to at once appeal for 
permission to submit to the court 
that which, with so much care and 
that ever futile hope, I had written 
the day before. But in the excite¬ 
ment of the moment the opportunity 
is lost. Well, never mind; the judge 
may be my friend after all. I am 
asked a question. I hear some part 
of it, but the rest, the key part, is 
lost to me! Hurriedly I search my 
mind for words that might possibly 
fill the gap. I think I have it, and 
then, before I can speak, other words. 
And again I only partly hear. In
